THE OPINION POLI 

A few surprises carne from thè poli conducted on CISU behalf by 
Gallup associate "Doxa": Italiana believing in UFOs dropped from one 
third to one fifth in thè last ten years. For thè first time in Itaiy 
people were also asked if they ever saw a UFO: 6 percent answered yes* 
which means as many as three milXlons witnesses in our country! (CISU 
filed only ten thousands reports in forty years.) But we are proud that 
this was thè first national poli on UFOs ever conducted on behalf of 
(and paid by) a UFO organization. [For a detailed summary of both thè 
poli and thè Congress, see "Italian UO Reporter" No. 5, December 1987] 

STUDIES, RESEARCH AND ACTIVITIES 

Public education is not thè only activity of CISU, of course, and 
our organization has kept on working on thè research projects already in 
progress; regional catalogues/files of UFO sightings, research in 
library newspaper collections, usuai fieid investigations. Some new 
activities launched in 1987 include: a catalogne of Fortean events in 
Italy, thè "CISU Video Service”; two new UFO Phone Hotlines (besides thè 
Turin one); a "UFO'-BBS” for telematic-equipped ufologists; a CISU prize 
for thè best paper and thè best investigation report received. 

PUBLICATIONS 

New technologies helped us a lot in getting a better presentation 
of our Journal, "UFO - Rivista di informazione ufologica” (thè only UFO 
Journal nationaliy distributed) through a Macintosh/Laser desk-top 
publishing System. CISU has kept a busy standard of publishing; two 
issues of "UFO", five issues of thè newsletter "Notizie UFO”, six issues 
of thè UFO Newsclipping Service, one research monograph. 

^ As of UFO books, only one was published in 1987: Gary Kinder^s 
Light Years" about thè Swiss contactee Bill Meier. 

SIGHTINGS 

And thè UFOs themselves? Of course they keep on coming to Italy 
expeciaily for summer holidaying: more than one hundred reports weré 
collected in 1987, most of them concentrating in an August flap. Ve 
cannot detail them all, so bere are thè best only. 

* On August 6th, at 23,00, three young men in a car between Barcis 
and Cimolais (province of Pordenone) were enveloped by a beam of red 
light from above, and thè car motor carne to a stop. They got off and saw 
a lens-shaped object, 8 meters in diameter, hovering above them and 
emitting thè beam. Frightened, they got back on board: it was as ciear 
as if in thè daylight, then suddenly thè light disappeared and thè car 
worked again... but they were at San Daniele, 40 kms. away (90 kms. by 
road), just ten minutes after thè sighting began, At thè hospital thè 
three of them were found suffering from conjunctivitis and nausea. 

* On August 18th, two peasants in Chions (prov. Pordenone) watched a 
silvery disc descending to thè ground at 6 a.m. A blue light beam from 
it hit two chickens which "disappeared” while thè disc took off. 

* Oh September 15, at 8.15 p.m., three commercial flights above 
Vicenza watched a bright object Crossing their route. The Ministry of 

Defense even had to emit a press-release denying there had been a near- 
collision risk. 

I bave to add that a new kind of IFO has been plaguing Italy in 




1986 and 1987: thè so-calied "laser beams" used for advertising purposes 
or during rock concerts, often causing groups of fast-moving circular 
lights upon thè cloud ceiling. 

THE LUNATIC FRINGE 

As a last feature of thè year, it should be noted a greater 
activity of contactees/cultists groups in our country, after many years 
of Virtual disappearance. The Milan group called "Le Pleiadi - Arcadia" 
succeeded in obtaining a lot of public exposure in national TV 
broadcasts on Channel 5 and seems to have beconie a reference poìnt both 
for thè lunatica nationally and for sensation-seeking Journalists, who 
find theia far more amusing than us, to thè detriment of serious ufology.

ABSTRACTS OF "UFO - RIVISTA DI INFORMAZIONE UFOLOGICA" ISSUE No. 5 


As already said, thè June 1988 issue of our Journal was entirely 
devoted to thè UFO abduction controversy. Thus a great many articles 
were Just translations from American Journals for thè benefit of thè 
Itaiian readers. 

A long article by E. Russo is only briefly summarized bere since 
it contained little new Information for you foreign colleagues. On thè 
contrary, a detailed abstract is presented of two articles (by P. 
Fiorino and G. P. Grassino) about Itaiian abductions, which you may find 
of interest. Two other Itaiian contributions were commenta by Itaiian 
students on thè books "Communion” and "Intruderà".

ABDUCTIONS IN ITALY 
Close Encounters of thè Fourth Kind 
by Paolo Fiorino 


There are 34 known Itaiian abduction reports out of 382 CE-III 
cases in CISU files, but among these 10 are involving thè same witness 
(Fortunato Zanfretta), 8 are admitted hoaxes and 5 are better referred 
to as ”on-board" experiences by contactees. 

Public knowledge of abductions began in December 1978, following 
thè Zanfretta^s first encounter, though thè Itaiian press had reported 
thè Hills', Pascagouia and Valton's cases. A large amount of Information 
was published in 1986 about thè Calolzo di Cadore (BL) 
abduction/hypnosis affair [see: ITUFOR-5]. 

A clear difference exists between more recent abduction reports 
and earlier CE-IV reports in thè ’60s and ^705, which were of thè 
contactee kind (Galli, Zuccalà, etc.). 

1954: THE FIRST CASE 

On December 13, 1954 Naples newpapers reported of a 57 years old 
peasant in Gricignano di Aversa (NA) who had been missing for two days 
from December 8th: when he carne back he told he had been "kidnapped" by 
two indiyiduals, dressed "like thè rainbow", who made him "waik for 48 
hours without stopping". Sometime they were tali, sometime they were 
dwarf-iike. He had felt like "flying" and weightless. 

A full investigation by Umberto Telarico in 1974 took to little 
more than thè press story, since thè witness had died. His son added 
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that his father was completeiy dry when he carne back, even though it had 
rained for two days. After thè experience, thè man had lived in a wild, 
confused state and stuttering in terror for "them" to come back for him* 
No UFO was reported but thè event took place during a great wavè 
of UFO reports nationally. 


1933: A PRECEDENT? 

An even more ancient case was found in "La Nazione" newspaper of 
March 2nd, 1933: a peasant in Favorino (province of Reggio Calabria) was 
seized from his home by a "man” who took him away for about 30 meters 
then slapped him, and after that he found himself on thè top of a 
tali tree, where thè being was holding him by his hair. He crossed 
himself and thè entity disappeared, leaving him unable to speak: he 
couid oniy teli his story by gestures when thè neighbours finally found 
him and helped him to get down. 

1978-79: THE YEAR OF THE HUMANOIDS 

Several CE-III^s took place in Italy during thè 1978-79 wave, and 
two of them were sheer abductions: thè well-known Zanfretta case [detai- 
led in a separate article, bere after] and a less known event in Lusiana 
(province of Vicenza); on 18th January 1979, at 23.30, a 42 years old 
wood-cutter had his car stopped, its iights turning off and thè car 
doors opening by themselves. An "orange bali" was sitting on thè road in 
front of him, and two^copper-colored humanoids, 1 meter tali, carne down 
from a door. The man couid not flee while thè beings carne closer. They 
were wearing a metallic-looking, scaled coverall, their hands were long 
and ending with pointed nails, their ears were like twisted wires, 
which were vibrating and humming. The beings invited him on board by 
gestures and he followed them inside a small room (two square meters) 
with eiectronic-looking gadgets and a screen. The beings began undres- 
sing him but he resisted, very frightened. Then thè wall opened and an 
overali appeared, which he feared they wanted him to wear, so he sat 
down and implored them to let him go. At this point, one of thè beings 
pve hima small box on which he ha written somethìng. A door opened and 
he got off. Suddenly thè orange light disappeared and thè night was dark 
again, except for his car Iights, which he found on again. 

SOME POSSIBLE ABDUCTIONS? 

A few potential or hidden abduction cases bave also been 
coliected: a UFO-related missing time was reported but no on-board 
memory. 

* 23 February 1978, 23.45 p.m., Sesto Fiorentino (Firenze) 

Two fiancees in a car got interferences on their radio, The man 
got off and found himself enveloped in a "warm, violet light". He saw 
"four shapes" and Iights all around. After completing his walk around 
thè car he got bak inwards, where he found his girl-friend crying for he 
had left her alone for 20 minutes. 

* 21 September 1978, 20.00 p.m., Cosenza 

A young man walking near a yard saw all thè area illuminated as by 
daylight and couid no longer see thè surrounding blocks. Upon a bill he 
saw an ovoid object resting on thè ground and a human shape with two 
antennae. Frightened, he ran away but fell while four humanoid beings 
carne closer by jumps. He fainted and when he recovered he was surrounded 
by four 1.5 mts. tali entities, wearing buttoned jackets, a rucksack and 
helmets with antennae. Their hands were pincers. He fainted again an he

A SINCULAR CASE 

Only one known abduction was obtained entlrely under hypnosis. It 
involved a 16 years old UFO buff who found and photographed strange 
traces on thè ground near Lago d’Idro (Brescia) on July 27, 1973. Four 
years later he was hypnotized and under hypnosis he told ha had been 
approached and touched by a ’human shape” who had made him lose his

CONCLUSIONS 

summarize thè abduction situation in Italy as follows- 
1} thè abduction phenomenon in Italy is very rare; 

great attention has ever been paid by thè media: only Zanfretta 
got a national coverage; ^ 

3) very few detailed investigations were conducted and no case was fullv 

researched; — ^ 

4) hypnotic regression has been very rare ad in some cases (eg 
zantretta) has apparently gone out of control; 

5) typicai abduction features from other countries are also reported in 
Italy (in particular: thè sequence of events).

THE ZANFRETTA CASE HISTORY 
An Unsolved Biddle

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THE FIRST ENCOUNTER 


While he was patroiling at Marzano di Torriglia (province Genova) 
26 years old nightwateher Fortunato "Piero" Zanfretta suddenly noticed 
four torch-lights” moving in a courtyard. He calìed his company 
headquarters by radio but got no answer, so he got off thè car holding 
his pistol and torchlight, entered thè courtyard and moved cautiousìy 
along a house wail thinking of some burglars. Then he was pushed 
forwards and fell down. 

When he got up, his head hit on something and he pointed his torch 
upwards, only to fin a 3 meters tali monster with a ugly face. 
Terrorized by thè apparition, he let thè torchlight fall on thè ground 
and thè entity disappeared. ' 

blinded by a yellow triangie-shaped 
object taking off from behind thè house. He called for help through thè 
radio. When his colleagues arrived at 1 a.m. they found hìm lying in a 
nearby ian, in a confused state of mind. 


The event was published in thè locai newspapers and at once became 
a simple man's story amplified, filtered and distorted by thè media and 
poìluted by ufologists and journalists. 


HYPNOSIS 

In order to understand several missing details, on December 23rd 
Zanfretta was put under hypnosis by a M.D. and thus he told how he was 
taken into a very bright room by giant entities who put a very hot and 
painfui heImet onto his head. The humanoids were green-skinned, had 
yellow trianguiar eyes, red veins on their head, pointed ears and 
rounded fingers. 

That was only thè first of a complex series of abductions and of 
hypnosis sessions (also Penthotal "truth-serum" was later used), which 
gave birth to two paralisi stories: conscious memorìes by Zanfretta and 
his colleagues telling thè "before" and "after" of each abduction; and 
recaiIs of thè "during”. Such a scheme was repeated in all 
thè 8-9 following Zanfretta’s abductions, mixing thè man*s reliability 
fantastic dream-like experiences, physical evidence and secondary

THE SECOND ABDUCTION 


^ hypnosis, on December 28th, 1978, at 

p.46, Fortunato Zanfretta called his headquarters while on duty 
telling he had lost control of his car near thè Scoffera gailery, a few 
miles from Torriglia: thè vehicie was speeding by itself along thè 
mountain road in thè fog and he could do nothing to stop it. Four 
minutes later he called again telling thè car had stopped and he was 
getting off to see a strange light outside. 


Once again thè rescue patrol cars arrived one hour later from 
Genova and found him outside thè car, beside himself. He was dry and 
warm, even if it was raining and cold, and thè car interior and roof 
vere hot. His pistol had shot 6 bullets, and several giant footprints 
(50 cms. long) were clearly visible (they were later destroyed by locai 
ufologists after making plaster-casts). 

A new hypnosis was conducted and filmed by a locai TV station- 
once again thè nightwatchman told how he had been taken on board’ 
undressed and examined by strange devices. The beings had asked him 
several guestions and promised to come back for him. 

New details were added on February 6th, 1979 during a Penthotal 
narco-analyps: thè strange-looking beings allegedly were from a lost 
people in thè galaxy, and wanted to colonize Earth. The UFO inside was 
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greater then thè outsìde and belngs of both sexes were attending. 
Zanfretta s role was meant both as a specimen to study and as a kind of 
mediator with -us earthlings. He was promìsed a proof: a device {a 

pyramid inside a sphere) which could project "their" image like an 
hologram 

THE ÀFTERMATH 

^ complex story continued, even more complex an 

through thè foliowing two years, with several encounters, some 
of them published or reported by locai ufologists, while others are 
known to us only as rumours, in spite of several hypnosis sessions 
newspaper and TV interviews. Indeed Zanfretta was "adopted” by locai UFO 
buff groups who got a Virtual monopoly on him. 

4-1 f?- accounts got more and more fantastic, comprising 

e epathic contacts and dialogues with thè entities while he was under 
hypnosis; a "ufologists^" file kept by thè entities on board; a sort of 
subterrannean base where there were some cilinders containing 

prehistoric animals under ice; and so on. The promised "proof" was 
finally given to him but he aliegedly destroyed it. 

experiences ceased suddenly, without thè promised 
final kidnapping of Zanfretta to another planet. 

A DIFFICULT EVÀLUTAION 

Àlthough a whole hook was written (by Journalist Rino Di Stefano) 
on this case history, as well as dozens of articles and hundreds of 
conclusion reports, it's nearly impossible to reach a 

. Pjoblem is thè quality of available information: very poor 

or invaiidated by sensation-looking people or careless investigators, so 
that we can t understand what are thè facts and what were deformations. 

àlleqed physical evidence and corroborative testimonies are 
difficult to evaiuate, for a number of reasons. 

The very special surrounding climate should be kept in mind: thè 
simpie man found himself in thè front pages and on TV, ridiculed, heavv 
influenced by "ufologists” (who even took him to their skywatches) 
rpessed by several hypnosis sessions, and damaged at work by thè 
withdrawal of his license to carry arms It wouldn't sound strange had he 
recorded all such stimoli and given them back "mediated" through his 
own memories and fantasies, when put under hypnosis, We don't mean to 
exclude a physical, objeetive cause for his experiences, but we are no 
Zanfretta^^^ <3istinguish it among thè subjective images presented by 

belleve that thè first two encounters are thè most 
sipificant ufologically, expecially thè very first one, because 
external influences could not yet affect them. Thus it’s a pity that no 
deep and accurate investigation was conducted at thè time. 

The Zanfretta case history was a sort of hook on which everyone 
inyolved in thè affair (Journalists, employers, ufologists, friends) not 
only read but also "wrote" his own plot, thus making it too much a 
multi-faceted story for us to understand it as a whole.
